March 1.—The expect- 
ed clash between Gifford Pinchot and 
Secretary of Agriculture Wilson over 
the disputed question as to whether or 
not the secretary had given the for- 
mer forester permission to write t 
Senator Dolliver the letter which re- 
sulted in Mr. Pinchot’s dismissal, came 
today before the Ballinger-Pinchot In- 
vestizgating committee. 

Mr. Pinchot declared he had dis- 
cussed the matter at length with Sec- 
retary Wilson and that he understood 
Nis superior officer had given him ex- 
press permission to write the letter to 
Senator Dolliver. 

Didn't Authorize Letter. 

Secretary Whiis6én immediately 
the stan@ and asserted that while he 
had given Mr. Pinchot permission to 
the letter to Senator Dolitver 
concerning “departmenta! affairs,”’ he 
did and never would have giv- 
en him permission to write a letter 
artticising the president of the United 


States. 
Under a cross-examination, almost 
wholly by the democratic members of 
the committee, Secretary Wilson was 
uncertain as to just what had passed 
between himself and the forester and 
became somewhat mixed at times as 
to just what letters the committeemen 
were referring to in their rapid fire 
of questions.

Thousands of Letters Now Be- 
ing Sorted by Clerks, and 
Everybody Is Working Over- 
time to Get the Big Task 
Completed. 


On a half dozen desks in the offices 

the revenue collector in 
the federal building there are now 
piled thousands of letters—may be 
as mans as six thousand—which are 
being’ listed by the clerks who have 
been working from eight to nine hours 
a day during the past week. 

“These are the returns of the an- 
nual net income of the miscellaneous 
corporations of this district,” re- 
marked Collector Rucker. 

Until ago little attention 
was paid to excise tax, but about that 
time a publication in The Constitution 
seemed to arouse the corporations 
throughout the district and since Fri- 
day of last week these returns have 
been treoping in until the receipts 
reached a thousand a day—that num- 
ber being exceeded Monday. Tuesday, 
the last day, brought the greatest 
number since the heavy influx of the 
mall.

MRS, HOLMES SELLS 
‘CALLED TO BEYOND 


Pioneer Atlanta Woman 
Died at Advanced Age 
in Pennsylvania. 


Pioneer Atlantans will learn with 
sorrow of the death of Mrs. Holmes 
Sells, the wife of Dr. Holmes Sells 
which occurred at the old family home, 
Davisville, Pa., on the 20th of Febru- 
ary. 

Mrs. Sells passed away at the ad- 
vanced age of 83. She was for many 


years a resident of this city, having 
lived here prior to, during the civil 
war and some years after its close. She 
saw Atlanta grow from little more 
than a village in the fifties to a city of 
many thousands. 

Dr. and Mrs. Holmes Sells had a very 
large circle of friends among the 
older citizens, and in the old days were 
among the most popular, prominent 
and highly esteemed of the citizens of 
the growing town. 

During the bombardment of Atlanta 
in 1864 the Sells family, as did many 
other families, was compelled to seek 
safety from the missiles of war in the 
cellar of their home. er 

No ‘nobler or more charitable, ‘more 
estimable lady ever adorned society 
than Mrs. Holmes Sells. In those days 
no resident of the city was better 
known for deeds of kindness and help- 
fulness. At one time.she was the hon- 
order president of St. Philip's Hospital! 
Aid Society, and during the dark days 
of the sixties there was no more, ear- 
nest, deyoted worker in the hospitals 
of this city. Her work was a labor of 
love for the suffering, and, cheerfully, 
her intelligent aid was given alike to 
the confederate and federal sick and 
wounded soldiers. 

Two bridesmaids who were at her 
wedding also attended her funeral. 
They are aged 83 and 85 years. 

She is survived by her son, John 
Sells, an old Atlanta boy, who number- 
ed his friends here by the score in the 
old days. He has for years been prom- 
inent in Philadelphid. 

Dr. Holmes Sells, who in his day was 
one of Atlanta’s most intelligent, prom- 
inent and public-spirited citizens, has 
long since passed away.

the director general of the Francaise, 
of course attracting an immense 
amount of attention. The prime min- 
ister, inquiring of one of the ushers 
who the distinguished strangers were, 
was informed that it was the mahara- 
jah of Travancore, and on the follow- 
ing morning at breakfast related the 
incident, and at the same time express- 
ed his astonishment that he should 
have been kept in ignorance of tha 
maharajah’s arrival in Paris. It was 
then that his stepson. unable to pre- 
serve his gravity, gave the secret 
away. 

Most Famous Hoax. 


However, perhaps the most famous 
hoax of this kind was that perpetrated 
by the late Marquis de Gallifet on the 
Empress Eugenie, at the Palace.of St. 
Cloud. The Burmese embassy, having 
visited Queen Victoria, came to Paris, 
and preparations were made for its re- 
ception, one of the most interested per- 
sonages being Empress Eugenie. who 
had been much struck by the pictures in 
the illustrated papers of the ceremony 
at Buckingham palace. when they were 
received in audience there. On the ap- 
pointed,.day, the emperor and @¢mpregs 
took their places on the throne, sur- 
rounded by the dignitaries of their 
household. all in full uniform. and or- 
ders were given to introduce the em- 
bassy. On the doors bétng opened. the 
envoys and their suite threw them- 
selves on the ground, and, prostrating 
themselves, advanced on all fours. 
Not content with this, they went 
through the most extravagant contor- 
tions, the principal. ambassador. an aged 
individual, with a long gray beard, 
particularly distinguishing hignself by 
the manner in which he rolled over and 
over, actually turning somesau!ts. 
Enured as were those present to the 
stringent laws of etiquette, prescrib- 
ing an impassive demeanor and gray- 
ity, the spectacle was so comical that 
it proved bevond all their powers of en- 
durance. The silence’ was broken bv 
sounds of ill-suppressed laughter from 
every side, and even the mournful- 
looking emperor was biting his lips to 
prevent himself from giving way to 
mirth. '
